THEOLOGICAL. 


LOGIC OF CHRISTIANITY, 

We turn aside a little from the course we intended 
ty) pursue on this subject, to take advantage of an un- 
expected opportunity to illustrate and apply our views. 
Mr. Finney from New York, is now preaching in 
Boston.

‘ New Divfnity.’ ” From this Review, we select the 
following remarks on the distinction between the doe- 
trines of the Gospel and the philosemhy of those doc+ 
trines. The same distinction, we believe, has been 
insisted on by the conductors of the Christian Specta- 
tor, and by Dr. Woods, in hig Letters to Dr. Taylor. 

* The doctrines of religion are the simple facts of 
Christianity. The philosophy of the doctrines is the 
mode adopted of stating and illustrating those facts, in 
their relations to each other, to the human mind, to the 
whole character and government of God. From this die 
tinction results the following most important practical prin- 
ciple of Christian fellowship and of theological discussion. 
111 who beliewe and teach the leading facts or doc- 
trines of Christianity, are Orthodox, though they may 
differ greatly in their philospphy of those doctrines, or 
in their mode of stating and illustrating them in their 


, of an entire and unconditional surrender of themselves 
jto God, by preaching the doc!rine of their entire de- 
|pendence on him; though, in their philosophy, they 
were the heads of opposite sects. The results, whic 

were the same under the preaching of both, certainly 

did not flow from their philosophy, in which they dif- 
|fer, but from their doctrines, in which they agree. It 
is the doctrine, and not the philosophy, of the preach- 

er, which takes hold on men’s consciences, the recep-

And to do this, you must know cor- 
rectly the relations of the truths of Scripture to the buman 


God. In other words, you must have and skilfully use a 
correct system of philosophy of religion.”’ 

Can there be a pleiner acknowledgement, that the 
Gospel is not sufficient to meet the wants of sinners? 
Men are sometimes in a situation from which they 
must be extricated ot they cannot be saved; and yet 
they cannot be extricated from it without the aid of a 
philosophy, which is “a distinct and very different 
thing” froin the Gospel! All that Christ taught, all 
that his apostles taught, all that has been given ‘‘ by 
inspiration of God,” is insufficient. Without the aid 
of something whichis ‘ distinct and very different” 
from it, “ the doctrine of repentance cannot be exylain- 
ed, or directions givin for growing in grace, or a false 
refuge ofa siuner txposed, or a cavil of an objector 
repelled.” ‘The wisdom of God and the 
God” must be piecedout with the wisdom of men, or 
it utterly fails to aecamplish its object. With this aid 
it is mighty to the rain down of strong holds.

It is said that Governor Lumpkin has written to his friends 
in Congress, that he will not discharge the missionaries—that 
he will not abandon the survey agd disposition of the Chero- 
kee lands—that he will enforce the Jaws of Georgia in rela- 
} tion to the Indians and their tercitory—and that the people 

and their constituted authorities will sustain him in such a 
course.—The Savanah Republican says: 

We presume the Legislature will be convened—it is a sub- 
ject of sufficient importance to justify the Governor in calling 
an extra meeting, should he deem the powers with which he 
is invested, inadequate to the unexpected exigency. In the 
meantime, there can be no doubt, but that the laws of the 
State will be enforced, the decision of the Supreme Court to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

The Augusta Courier remarks: We fear even to hint at 
j the course, which affairs are likely to take. A deep and 

solemn responsibility rests upon those who have the action of 

'the State in their hands. Our last rash legisiature is com- 
| mitted, and we fear the Governor will feel himself in the same 
| predicament. Ifthe mandate of the Supreme Court is disre- 
garded, the President, as the Executive of tho Union, will 
feel himself bound to notice it. If he acts as some think he 
will—what are likely to be the consequences? If he does 
not notice it, to enforce the mandate to the highest tribunal 
known to the laws, he will certainly be impeached in Con- 
gress. Will this remedy the matter? We think those are 
but hollow-hearted friends of the President, who have placed 
him in this predicament.

AMHERST COLLEGE, 

Sketch of the Remarks of Mr. Thayer of Braintree, 
upon the Resolve granting a sum of money to dm- 
herst College, Feb. 14. 

Mr, Thayer commenced the debate this morning, 
the question being to insert in the resolve $25,000 as 
the sum to be given to Amherst College. 

Mr. Thayer alluded to the fact of his having been a 
member of the Legislature several years ago, when a 
charter was granted to the College. He observed that 
when he came into the house at that time, be waa in 
favor of the incorporation of the institution; but u 
the representations then made by the gentleman from 
Boston [Mr. Fuller] in regard to the unfair and un- 
christian conduct, which its friends had practised, pre- 
sented in such glowing colors, he quand he was 
boruve away by that gentleman’s eloquence, and became 
a strenuous opposer of the institutlon, He perfectly 
recollected the arguments then made use ofby that gen- 
tleman and by others on the same side.—It was assert- 
ed that the advocates for the charter had descended to 
the most contemptible means possible, to obtain the 
funds which he had alluded to, that associations were 
formed and subscription papers circulated throughout 
the Commonwealth, and none permitted to subscribe 
more than a single cent;—that children were rob- 
bed in the streets of the few cents given them by 
their parents “to buy gingerbread” while going to 
school; that wives were even induced to rob the pock- 
ets and pocket-books of their husbands, to give money 
to the “ leeches” of Amherst College. He also recol- 
lected the horrible story of a Will made by a Mr. John- 
son; which was—that a respectable man of that name 
who by his own industry and frugality had obtained a 
fortune of seven or eight thousand dollars——who had 
a maiden sister, and a poor unfortunate brother, de- 
pendant on him for support—who was noble-minded 
and honorable, generous almost to a fault; but entire- 
ly opposed to that college on account of its sectarian- 
ism—that when such a man had been taken sick, and 
enfeebled both in body and mind, those leeches availed 
themselves of the opportunity, and were closeted with 
him from morning to night, and from night to morning, 
tll they effected their wicked purpose and induced him 
to give all his property to that iniquitous institution; 
and that for fear the Will might be broken, they re- 
quired a bond, whereby his poor brother and sister 
were obliged to subsist on charity or to ask relief from
